Onions growing in this en­ 
vironm ent cannot fully m ature, es­ 
pecially in their necks And long ex­ 
perience has proved to commercial 
onion growers that an onion with a 
"soft" neck Is unfit to s*tore. for it 
usually Is the first bulb to sta rt de­ 
ray In the crate or bin. 
During the next few weeks before 
onions arc harvested all weeds and 
grass should be kept removed Cul­ 
tivation is not necessary to attain 
this goal; hand-pulling rem ains the 
mast effective and least expensive 
method of eradication Only when 
sunshine and free circulation of air 
promote norm al dry ing of onion tops 
can the bulbs m ature sound and 
hard for safe storage. This Is Buc 
In ordinary dry August w eather; 
and it is more than doubly true in 
wet seasons. 
It is likewise true th a t weeds 
hinder potato m aturity by increasing 
excess m oisture on the ground sur­ 
face and keeping the tops from dry­ 
ing. Clean tillage is wise Jn all kinds 
i of weather for potatoes and it pays 
higher dividends than usual when 


rainfall is heavy during the last 
few weeks of the ripening period.
